Where the Commission will locate the Sol- 
diers' Home nobody can tell positively, tut 
there IB much speculation in the muter, and 
some hints Ere afloat of greater or less value. 
A gentleman in this oity, from Alton, professes 
to know bow the. Commission stands. He de- 
clined to tell how he came by his information, 
but says it Is certain that tbe scale of grading 
adopted by the Commission, and heretofore 
described in the Journal, has left the matter 
now in such a position ih&t, after all, tee final 
decision will have to be made by an actual 
vote, instead of a simple arithmetical calcula- 
tion, as at first supposed It would. He ssid 
tblB state of tacts wan well knowo to the Com- 
mission, and in consequence of it they have 
been divided up into fectlons, according to 
their preloi ences. He said it was true that, of 
the seven members, three favor Springfield 
and three favor Decatur, the seventh not be- 
ing in favor of either of these places, but of 
some oiher which he did not know, but sup- 
posed to be Bloomingtcn, Aurora or Alton. 
Of course, he saio, If this information is cor- 
rect, the final determination depends upon 
the seventh man. He went on to say that a 
wealthy citizen of Deoatur, in conversation 
Friday.in East St. Louis, suid no one acquaint- 
ed wlch the facts could imagine how warm the 
Decatur people have become upon the subject 
of the location, BO warm, in fact, thai any de- 
cision which did not locate the institution 
the-e would Inevitably leave bitterness and 
heart-Qurninir.

localities are, or what members constitute tbe 
respective divisions.

lome Interesting Facts Not General!? 
Known-High-Priced; Boies. 


"There are good maay facts about 


anisic-boxes that the public are not 
ware of," remarked a dealer to a. re- 
porter recently. "In the first place, 
thev were invented one hundred years 
ago. and in Switzerland. 
They all 


come from that country, even at the 
present time. 
Why? 
Because 
the 


labor required to make them is too 
costly in this country. 
The length of 


time a music-box will play varies con- 
siderably. 
They are furnished with 


one, two or four powerful springs, and 
will play for four, six, eight, fifteen, 
twenty-fire or seventy-live minutes, ac- 
cording to the size of the box and the 
number of springs it is provided with. 
As a rule, the works are inclosed in 
highly-pobslied inlaid cases of a variety 
of rich woods. They never require 
tuning, as many people suppose, but if 
the simple instructions which accom- 
pany each bos are followed, they will 
last'a lifetime, requiring like a clock, 
only an occasional cleaning. 
There 


are a number of cautions which should 
be told to every one who owns a music- 
box. 
Under no circumstances should 


it be moved while it is playing; it 
should never be allowed to remain run 
down in the middle of a fane; neither 
the fly-wheel nor any part of the move- 
ment"should be unscrewed unless it is 
certain that the instrument has entirely 
run down." 


"What is new in the music-box line?" 
"Several things. 
One with inter- 


changeable 
cylinders, for instance. 


Boxes with only one cylinder play from 
one to twelve tunes, but we have just 
introduced a class of boxes with in- 
terchangeable cylinders of six tune* 
each. 
By 
means 
of 
these 
the 


number of tunes to a box may be 
increased indefinitely. 
We keep these 


cylinders in stock and special tunes 
are often ordered for them. Another 
new thing is the 'Marotte,' a musical 
doll made in Paris. It is a doll's head 
and shoulders attached to a stick in 
the shape of a handle, and the child, 
by taking hold of the stick and whirl- 
ing it around in a small circle, makes 
the head move while the music-box 
inside plays a tune. The whole con- 
trivance is about a foot long, and the 
dolls have very pretty faces and are 
tastefully 'dressed in red, white, and 
blue. 
Another novelty is a cigar- 


holder with places for a large number 
of cigars. It is turret-shaped, with 
doors at each partition, and as it moves 
around it plays a tune. The dolls cost 
two dollars each, and the cigar-stands 
trom six dollars and fifty cents up- 
wards." 


"What tunes do people prefer in the 


boxes just now?" 


"Light operatic music and popular 


American airs. But there is no et>d to 
the variety of tunes in them. 
Oar 


boxes are provided with all tho favor- 
ite dan-ces, marches, national airs, and 
ballads, as well as with the be-,t se- 
lections from tno most popular operas, 
ballets, etc." 


"What are some of the prices?" 
"You can buy a music-box for ninety 


cents, and I have sold one in this city 
for as high as five thousand dollars. 
But this was a number of years ago. 
Some are as large as an upright piano 
and cost two thousand dollars. Theso 
have an unlimited number of tunes, 
owing to the interchangeable cylinders. 
TUB ninety-cent boxes hare twenty- 
eight teeth, play ope tune, are made 
round or square, of japanned tin, wood, 
or papier-mache."—N. Y. Mail and 
Bxpress.

A WRITER in the Springfield Jour- 


nal, referring to the strange phe- 
nomenon of a cross that was report- 
ed to have appeared in the fibre of 
the liuen cloth which covered the 
face of a dead child in one of the 
eastern states recently, says that 
there was nothing remarkable about 
the circumstance. The writer says 
she has frequently observed on linen 
clothes suspended from the line, wash 
days, figures of crosses, or what a 
fertile imagination might turn into 
sceptres, daggers or even crescents. 
She makes no attempt to explain the 
phenomenon, but scouts the idea 
that it is anything remarkable or un- 
common. 


AN Ohio man recently put forward 


the claim that he was the youngest 
person in the Union army, Laving 
entered the service when he was 14 
years old. This has brought out two 
other men, one in Pennsylvania and 
one in Kansas, who assert that they 
volunteered when they were but a 
little over 13. But the late Alt. Wy- 
man, the variety actor, joined a New 
York cavalry regiment, it appears, 
when he was only 10, and took part 
in seven battles and received several 
wounds. Of course none of these 
youthful patriots were really enlisted, 
as the law did not permit the mus- 
tering in of soldiers at such an age. 


Do THE majority of women desire 


the right of suffrage? 
This is a 


question that has been emphatically 
answered both ways, according as 
the person answering was a partisan 
of one side or the other, but actions 
speak louder than words, and every- 
body will be compelled to admit that 
a majority of Boston women at least 
do not "want to be voters and with 
the voters stand." In that city all 
women above the age of 21, who pay 
a poll tax, are entitled to vote at 
school elections. Last week an un- 
usually strong effort was made to 
get out a full vote for school officers, 
the report having been circulated 
that the Roman Catholics would at- 
tempt to secure control of the school 
boards, and religious prejudices were 
appealed to in order to induce the 
women of the Protestant churches to 
come out and vote. It was charged 
that the Catholic women intended to 
turn out, and though priests and 
preachers both waged a religious war 
for weeks beforehand, only 1,843 fe- 
male voters "stood up to be counted," 
out of 50,000 who were eligible to 
vote. Less than four per cent of 
the female voters thought enough of 
the privilege to exercise their legal 
rights in the premises, aud this in 
Boston ! With such an example of 
the indifference of womefi upon this 
subject, who shall now say that they 
desire to have the privilege of suff- 
rage extended to them f 


THE New York Post, mugwump, 


says there was a time when a poli- 
tician of New York city had his dog 
carried on the pay roll of the custom- 
house at $4 a day, and yet this act, 
it thinks, was more creditable to the 
administration that tolerated it than 
the appointment which has just 
been made of a ward politician, one 
Sterling, to be chief weigher of the 
same custom house. The Post con- 
fesses it would sooner see a dog on 
the pay rolls than Sterling, because, 
as it says, the dog's pay would be 
only a theft of $2,500 a year, while 
Sterling will be a corrupter of the 
service, a fraud on the government 
and the importers and a foul exam- 
ple to every youth of that city who 
has to earn his bread by labor. Com- 
ing from a paper that supported 
Cleveland in the campaign and has 
been trying to support his adminis- 
tration until now, this is pretty 
strong language. 


AMBITIOUS inventors are now at 


work perfecting dumb pianofortes 
designed to give practitioners the 
benefit of study without making au- 
dible the beauty of five-finger exer- 
cisfes. 
If some of the inventors

THE PRINCE 


Hoiv tlie Resting Place of the Dead Prince 


In South Afilca Appears. 


Tlie first thing that strikes one is the 


extreme beauty and order of the little 
enclosure. It looks like a little flower 
garden with sloping banks on each 
side. It was really, it seems, originally 
a dry donga with dark black mud, and 
the bottom is filled with the inclosure 
and cross, whereas the sloping sides of 
the donga are covered with the pretty 
green cypresses and pines now, per- 
haps, six feet high. The country round 
is fearfully plain, and near the place 
where the Prince was killed little 
brogen dongas abound. But the eye 
rests on the pretty arrangement in the 
planted inclosure with pleasure. There 
is nrst a little square, about ten feet 
lom* and eight feet broad inclosed 
with 
beautiful white quartz stones 


brought from Emblungwane hill, close 
bv. It looks like a little marble wall a 
foot high 
Then the white stone cross, 


put up by Queen Victoria, stands on a 
pedestal, set upon some of the same 
large whitish stones. A long inscrip- 
tion says how it was put up by Queen 
Victoria to the memory of the Prince 
Napoleon, who was killed here, with 
his face to the foe. There is also m 
the inelosure a long flat, raised altar- 
tomb, with a cross worked upon it in 
stones, and at the foot of this is a little 
crucifix, with an inscription in French. 
Higher up in the 
inclosed 
piece 


of ground is the site of another grave 
with a recumbent cross, I suppose 
to the memory of the soldier who was 
killed at the same time 
(Trooper 


Rogers, I think, of Bettington's horse), 
but no name ia to be seen. A native 
was also killed at the same time. 
The 


trees look so nice and green, and there 
are several little beds made with stone 
edgings in which are planted hydran- 
geas, lilies and little shmbs. But care 
and keeping in order are evident every- 
where. There is a little wooden cross 
fast decaying, which records that it 
was put up to mark the spot by the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers. The little place 
looks pretty, andouts'deareallthedry, 
long grass and the ugly dongas. 
One 


donga with water runs clooo to the 
stone stops which lead to the cemetery, 
and an embankment has just been put 
up to picvent the water from washing 
away the foundations of the wall which 
runs all around the inclosure, and on 
the top of which are planted aloes. 
About fifty yaids off is the inealie gar- 
den (the kraal is now gone), whore the 
Prince rested. He seems to have been 
getting away on fuot when he was 
killed, his horse having broken from 
him. The river Ityotjozi is about one 
hundred yards below the garden. 
The 


ground slopes to the river, so people 
coming up from it could not be seen 
through the long grass. The crest ol 
the hill on the other side of the river, 
where the Zulus were first seen, is 
about a quarter of a mile off, but they 
could make a circuitous hidden ap- 
proach. 
The place is four hours' ride 


from Rorko's Drift, or more, and in a 
desolate part of the country.—Natal 
Mercury. 


Badly Spelled Forgeries. 


If liars should have good memories 


forgets should certainly be able to 
spoil. To embark on the profession of 
au utterer of forged checks if you are 
not quite certain ot your orthography 
is alwajs rash. Th'is is shown by an 
interesting ca^e at present occupying 
the attention of the Pans police. 
One 


of the banks has lately been defrauded 
by n,n ingenious gang of forgers. 
They 


used to get possession by some means 
of the signatures of certain of the 
bank's customers, which they pro- 
ceeded to imitate with such skill that 
their chocks were paid without ques- 
tion. They used even to write business 
letters to the manager. This betrayed 
them. It was noticed that the word 
"annule" was misspelled on one of the 
forged checks. It was also noticed 
that the same misspelling occurred in 
a letter of Gurnet, one of the suspected 
persons. The manager was struck by 
the coincidence, and Mr. Gurnet was 
arrested and put on his trial. This 
simple story shows how necessary edu- 
cation is, evee in the easiest profes- 
sions.—St. James' Gazette.

The mining of silver, of which the 


bright dollars are made that the peo- 
ple love so well to hear jingle in their 
pockets, is one of the great indus 
tries of the country; it gives employ- 
ment to at least fifty thousand men. 
The business will increase as long 
ae the government coins Eilrer and 
keeps it a legal tender, but the mo- 
ment its coinage is stopped and it is 
made no longer a legal tender, will 
its value be so lessened that it will 
no longer pay to mine it. The re- 
sult would be calamitous, for the 
destruction of one great industry 
destroys the labor equilibrium, mak- 
ing all trades sufler. 
It would be a 


foolish nation that would destroy 
the value of its own products. 
For 


whenever a people of fifty millions 
and the greatest commercial nation 
on earth, refuses to coin the silver 
produced by its own mines, and keep 
it a legal tender, that soon is its 
value almost destroyed; the only 
persons that could possibly be bene- 
fitted by it are a few gold specula- 
tors. The Government might with 
about the same propriety pass a law 
that the people shall no longer eat 
corn bread, in order to raise the 
price of wbpat and lessen the value 
of corn. The talk about overpro- 
duction is all bosh. There are twelve 
million 
families 
in the 
United 


States, and each family ought to 
have at least one hundred silver 
dollars laid by in a stocking in case 
of a wedding or funeral, for it costs 
one hundred dollars to haves decent 
wedding or respectable funeral. This 
would absorb twelve hundred million 
dollars. 
The business of the coun- 


try requires a like amount. If some 
people prefer paper silver dollars 
are nice for banks to have in their 
vaults to secure their circulation.

Home Keaions Why the Keeping of Sheep 


U so Oftnn Unprofitable. 


Just now when wool is bringing low 


prices the remark is frequently made 
that "keeping sheep don't pay." It is 
believed, however, that sheep properly 
managed will pay as well as any variety 
of live stock of any branch of farming. 
We may, therefore, properly consider 
the question, how can they be made to 
pav and why they do not pay now. 


One reason why sheep do not pay is 


that they are not kept well enough. 
There is a greater tendency to over- 
stock with sheep than with any othev 
stock, and in consequence they do not 
have enough or the right kind of feed. 
Our 
common Merinos, which 
are 


greatly the majority in numbers, need 
pasture on dry soil They do not liko 
rank herbage or wet soils. The latter 
are absolutely unhealthy for them, and 
while they may run on them in the 
early part of the season, they should 
not be confined to them then, and later 
in the fall should be absolutely ex- 
cluded from them. Some of the Brit- 
ish breeds will endure wet soils better 
than the Merino. Second, althoueh 
Merino sheep will run in large flocks 
and do well they will do muoh better 
in smaller flocks, and unless the flocks 
are small and the range abundant they 
will do better for frequent change of 
pasture. We think a neld divided;'and 
the sheep turned in each half alter- 
nately for one or two weeks, never al- 
lowing the grass to get very rank, will 
keep more sheep ana keep them better 
than if they were kept in the one large 
field the whole time as they frequently 
are, and yet with frequent change and 
close attention the land can be well 
stocked with sheep and have them do 
well. 


Another great point is better sheep. 


At this time, instead of selling off the 
whole flock for little or nothing and 
going out of the business in disgust, 
select a portion of the best of the flock 
and dispose of the rest. 
It may possi- 


bly be found that those kept will pay 
as much profit as did the whole tlock 
and pay well for keeping. On many 
cheap lands sheep can not be expected 
to do their best, but in such cases they 
are generally the most profitable stock 
that can be kept. 


In England, on their high-priced 


lands, sheep have t>een considered as 
profitable as any class of live stock; 
and why should they not be? It has 
been di'nionstratcJ that a good class 
of mutton sheep will grow as much 
meat on the same food as will cattle, 
aud although mutton does not rule 
quite as high in price as beef, the wool, 
even at present low prices, will morn 
than make the difference in favor of 
the 
sheep. This 
refers to mutton 


breeds grown exclusively for meat. 
They can be turned off at "an early aga 
and arc suited to small farms of rich 
soil and good care. In such places we 
belive them profitable. 
But they need 


a little better feeding and more care 
than many farmers are accustomed to 
give to sheep. Of the great mass of 
sheep on Michigan farms that are of 
Merino blood and are kept for wool 
and in the end mutton, they should be 
bred with reference to size aud feeding 
quality as well as wool, and turned off 
to be replaced by younger sheep as soon 
a? they begin to decline or very soon 
after they reach their best. There is 
no profit in keeping an old ewe that 
has lost her teeth, unless she be a well- 
,bred one in a stud flock. But they can 
be found everywhere and are a source 
of loss in the flock. What the flocks 
need is not extermination, but better 
breeding, more care to growth and 
health and adaptation of breeds to 
location and use. In such ways can. 
joyment of one's work, is 
luuttuuu «m uso. iu <mUu «»,= ,

It was constructed ol 
light but strong rope, and at one end 
had two sharp hooks fitted to fasten on 
a window sill. These were attached to 
an iron rod capable of being extended 
thirty or forty feet 
The whole could 


be wrapped in a bundle about the size 
of an ordinary umbrella. As the appa- 
ratus had a hooked handle, and was 
inclosed in a ca=e, the owner could 
carry it along the streets without at- 
tracting attention, while in two min- 
utes it could be turned into a rope lad- 
der and securely fastened to an unbolted 
window, giving a burglar easy means 
of entrance to a hou=e.—Boston Jour- 
nal. 


—A correspondent of the London 


Times, writing from Sicily, says the 
people delight in witnessing pain. The 
common way of puttting a trapped rat 
to death is to throw some petroleum 
over it and than set it alight; the trap 
is then opened, and the poor animal 
runs in agony abont the streets until it 
dies, amid the admiring shouts of the 
people. The usual way of transporting 
fowls is to tie all the legs together in 
a bunch, hang them head downward, 
split the bunch in two, and throw it 
over the back of an ass or across a 
man's shoulders. The poor birds utter 
screams of pain until they are ex- 
hausted. Twelve and fifteen hours of 
this kind of suffering is often inflicted. 
Mules and horses are harnessed in such 
a way that they are constantly suffer- 
ing from raw and bleeding , wounds 
caused by chafing.
